this morning by tho discovery of tho 
body oE the missmg boy in the lake, near 
the pier, where ho aud his companions 
were playing when he was last seen, a 
week ago this evening. At about 7 o'clock 
iu the morning a number of boys were 
fishing und bathing on tho pier, when a 
lad named Fredericks discovered what he 
thought to bo the body of the boy. Tell- 
ing his companions what he had seen, 
John Germ, who was bathing ut the time 
swam to the spot and ascertained that the 
dark object on tho bottom, which had at- 
tracted 
the 
attention 
of 
the 


Fredericks 
boy 
was 
Ernie's 


body. The 
place 
at 
which 
it 


was found was close by the north side oE 
the pier, about forty feet from tho shore, 
where the water was less than five feet 
in depth. The body was lying face down- 
ward, the head and shoulders being un- 
der the pier, in a hole washed out by the 
action o£ tho waves, aud the arms tightly 
clasped around a boulder. The body was 
also entangled iu aclump of weeds, which 
partly concealed it. It was quite evident 
that tho body had been in the place 
where it was found sinco tho drawing, 
aud it is strange that in the careful search 
madp it was not discovered before. It is 
possible, however, that the hole under 
the pier might at ono time have entirely 
concealed it, while those who saw the 
body in the wa_ter say it was very difficult 
to distinguish it from the boulders among 
which it was found. 


Shortly after tho discovery the crow of 


tho life-saving station made their appear- 
ance to make thoir usual morning search, 
aud took the body to the shore, where it 
was left until the arrival pt Undertaker 
Peacock, who convoyed it to the resi- 
dence. Tho coroner was notified, but 
deemed an inquest unnecessary. 
In the 


afternoon 
tho remains wero 
photo- 


graphed, to provide a likeness for paint- 
ing. 


The news of the finding of tho body 


spread rapidly, and was announced nt 
several churches at the morning service, 
as was also tho notion of tho funeral, 
which occurred at 5 o'clock in tho even- 
ing, at the residence. Rev. Augusto IT. Ma- 
sou, pastor of the First Baptist church, 
conducted the funeral services, and the in- 
terment took place at Forest Home Cem- 
etery. There was a profusion of flowers, 
and there were present a large number oE 
sympathizing friends o£ the family. 


Though the fiudng oE the body has 


explained the great mystery, there is still 
muoh speculation as to how tho drowning 
occurred. Tho appearance of the body 
was such as tho day of tho disappearance 
and tho generally accepted theory is that 
after leaving his companion on tho pier 
and playing about tho house, made u 
second visit to tho pier alone aud getting 
into the water unobserved.

will be in order.

Do Your Omi Repairing. 


\Vo think that almost every farmer 


will agree with ,iis that cvury farm 
should have its o\vu workshop, and ev- 
ery cultivator of the land should under- 
stand how to use it. He may not do so 
when he first enters upon farming on 
coming of age; but after a year or two 
of what wo should call apprenticeship, 
when he finds that to "know how to uo 
tilings" is absolutely indispensable, he 
will rapidly learn to attend to most of 
his own repairing of the ordinary im- 
plements and machines upon his prem- 
ises, instead of incurring delay, ex- 
pense and uncertainty by depending 
•upon professionals at a distance. 
Rath- 


er than to be without a workshop and 
tho necessary tools, one should be 
erected expressly for the purpose, in a 
convenient spot, and daily warmed in 
winter so as to be ready at all times for 
use, in which man}- odd jobs can be 
done also not immediately connected 
with the farm. 


All ordinary wooden repairing ought 


to be done by the farmer and his hands 
during rainy days and in winter, when 
there is plenty of time on hand for that 
purpose. 
Eveiy part of a wheelbarrow, 


except the wheel, ought to be made on 
the premises; new forks and handles of 
iron rakes, repairing even some portions 
of the farm machinery, building of gar- 
den and yard fences, repairing roofs, 
building of corn-cribs, hog-pens, wagon 
and cart 
shelving^, making of tho 


frames of hot-beds, and all the many 
jobs requiring to be done about a well 
conducted place, too numerous to men- 
tion. 
A person becomes very handy in 


the use of good tools after a short ex- 
perience, and saves many a dollar with- 
out consuming any time necessary for 
the usual demands of the farm.
